PARTY OPINION, 


DECLINES THE NOMINATION FOR FOR GOVERNOR BY MASSACHU- 
GOVERNOR OF NEW YORK. SETTS SILVER DEMOCRATS. 


HAS WRITTEN~ A~ LETTER. CAMPED IN MUSIC HALL. 


Silver Men Held the Fort While Gold- 
bugs Caused a Death and Held 
a Rump Convention. 
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Did Not Wait for the Notification Com- 
mittee and Opposes Portions of 
the Chicago Platform. 


BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 2.—Naqt for eigh- 
teen years at least, if ever in the history 
of the Democratic party in Massachusetts, 
has the day of a State cunvention dawned 
with so many sensational preliminaries to 
the formal organization of the assembly 
of delegates and so many uncertainties as 
to the developments of the convention. As 
a result of the refusal of the State Com- 
mittee, which is controlled by the gold 
standard men, to admit delegates to the 
convention hall by credentials alone, and 


ALBANY, N. Y., Sept.. 26.—John Boyd 
Thacher has declined the Democratic nom- 
ination for Governor of New Y¥ork. This 
was the day set for the visit to Mr. Thacher 
by the committee of five appointed at the 
meeting of the State Democratic Coémmit- 
tee on Tuesday to officially notify him of 
his nomination, but in advance of their 
coming he gave out a letter announcing 
his declination. 

At the outset of his statement Mr. 
Thacher made acknowledgment of the hon- 
or which the nomination implied, and in 
the next sentence said that he was con- 


etrained to decline it. He said:

“I was away from Albany and at my 


country home during the convention and I 
did not learn of my nomination until after 
5 o’clock Thursday afternoon, Sept. 17. It 
was not until 9 o'clock that night that I had 
an opportunity to 


learn the character of 
the platform adopted by the convention. 
“There had never been submitted to me a 
press copy, a manuscript copy or any other 
copy of the prdposed platform. If any one 
had been entrusted with the duty of pre- 
senting such a copy, the trust had not been 
fulfilled. I had no reason to expect, after 
the convention at Saratoga and after the 
attitude of the delegates from New York in 


- the national convention, that the next State 


convention would commit the Democratic 
party unreservedly to ail parts of the Chi- 
cago platform.” 

Mr. Thacher then recounted the facts of 
his now famous letter to the State Com- 
mittee, and summariZed the contents of that 
communication. 

“While,”” Mr. Thacher continued, “I had 
not sought the nomination or requested a 
single delegate to give me his support, I was 


willing and eager to conten arnainst that” 


system of ‘bossism’ which is to-day in con- 
trol of the public affairs of the State of 
New York. I was prepared to organize the 
Democratic party from one endof the State 
to the other on a line of battle against that 
system and to wage an unremitting and 
vigorous warfare. I believed that municipal 
and other reforms in which people are in- 
terested could not be obtained wntil the ad- 
ministration had been wrenched from the 
hands of the political bosses.

“It has developed, in the consideration of 
the resolution by which the State Commit- 
tee appointed your committee, as well as in 
the public press and other public and pri- 
vate communications, that cheat "la a very 
decided desire on the part of the Democrat- 
ic party to contest the election on the ab- 
stract question of the unlimited coinage of 
Silver at the unalterable ratio of 16 to 1 as 
compared with gold, and to ignore or to 
subordinate every other State issue.” 


Mr. Thacher further says: 


“It is apparently the purpose of the party 
at this time to make the acceptance of an 
extremely political sentiment tke sole test 
of a candidate of the Democracy. It does 
not seem to be enough that men are willing 
to support the regular candidate on the 
regular Democratic ticket, but they are re- 
quired to subscribe to every letter and 
phrase of that platform. 

“It is impossible for me, with the views I 
hold, to make a contest on the coinage 
issue. I believe in the good old Democratie 
doctrine of the joint free and equal use of 
gold and silver. This doctrine is as far re- 
moved from the single use of gold, which 
enables speculators to juggle with its value, 
as it is from that other principle which 
secks to establish an impossible ratio for 
its sister metal. Therefore, entertaining the 
Views I do, and now thoroug&ly impressed 
with the belief that the party will consent 
to make the contest only or primarily upon 
the silver issue, I feel that, as an honorable 
man, I should make way fur some one who 
can carry the banner with that device. 

here seems no place in the Democratic 
arty to-day for conservatism. Men are 
ivided into two classes, each entertain-

“The rpg | of legislation is that con- 
servatism in the end prevails. I believe that

Testifies Under Oath That the News- 
paper Articles About the Boara 
He Knows to Have’ Been Correct.

John H. Dieckman, the stock and bond 
broker, who served for two years in the 
School Board and then resigned in disgust, 
was put om the stand in,the School Board 
Aidersoa @ Me- 
Entire’s office Saturday. 

He didn’t give any detailed evidence of 
crookedness in the board, but he spoke 
plainly his opinion of the board and its 
methods from a business man’s standpoint. 

Asked why he resigned from the board, 
he answered in substance that he could 
not remain in an atmosphere of dishonesty. 

Mr. Dieckman’s testimony will fall right 
in line with the Civic Federation's plan of 
reorganizing the board. He stated flatly 
that it was incompetent to transact the 
business for which it was created, and he 
backed up his assertions with statements 
that from a business man of his reputation 
have great weight. 

After being sworn, and giving his name 
and business, and stating his length of serv- 
ice in the board, Mr. Dickman was exam- 
ined by Lawyer William A. Alderson. 


‘How long did you serve after election?” 
-«“T served from November, 1893, until 


Fev. 28, 1896, when I resigned.” 
“Were you chairman of any committee?” 
“Tl was chairman of the Teachers Com- 


mittee.” 
‘Was Mr. Grawe a member of that com- 


mittee?’’ 

“He was, from November, 1893, to Novem- 
ber, 1894,’’ 

‘While on that committee did Mr. Grawe 
make any remark that would be considered 
unusual, even for Mr. Grawe?”’ 

“On one occasion, Mr. Grawe in the com- 
mittee room, sitting next to me, said ina 
quiet tone, as an item of news for me, no 
doubt, ‘I secured a lady a promotion not 
long ago and I learned only a few days ago 
that she bought some diamonds at another 
store.’ ”’ 

“Why did you resign from the School 
Board?” 

“I resigned because I felt, as a business 
man, that the work done by the board was 
so crude and judged to be so unsatisfactory, 
that good results could not be accomplished. 
I became dissatisfied because I felt that I 
could not do the position_justice under 


existing circumstances. I felt, furthermore, ' 
that inasmuch as members in committee | 
and in open session at almost every meeting | 
since I was a member, used such expres- | 


sions as ‘conspiracy,’ ‘deception,’ ‘nigger in 
the wood pile,’ ‘trickery in real estate 
transactions,’ and more of like nature, and 
when members running for re-election made

FOUGHT WITH A STRANGER. 


That Is the Story He Told When Res- 
cued by a Tug, but a Negro Says 
He Saw Him Jump.

Suddenly one of the mén let out a whoop 
and pointed toward the upper part of the 
Eads Bridge. The others looked’in that di- 
rection and then they saw a man coatless 
and hatless falling at a frightful rate 
toward the water. 

His arms were outspread and he seemed to 
be wildly clutching at the air to save him- 
self. 

He struck the river in a heap and disap- 
peared in an instant. j 

The tug boat immediately steamed out to 
the center of the stream, and when the man 
bobbed up a pole with a hook on the end 
of it was reached out and caught in his 
clothing. 

By this means he was dragged aboard, 


He was then in a partly unconscious con- 
dition, and the@rew, fearing he was dying, 
hurried him ash®Sre. 

He was carried to Burke’s saloon be- 
neath the elevated tracks, and there par- 
tially revived. 

He declared positively that some one had 
pushed him off the bridge. 

In his pocket a loaded revolver was found. 

An ambulance having been called he was 
taken to the City Dispensary, :

“TIT was out last night having a good time 
with some of my friends,”’ he said. “We 
met a stranger at Eighth and Market streets 
early this morning. He hung on to us and 
we couldn’t shake him.

John Ebert, a friend and the stranger were 
with me. We were pretty full, and I guess 
none of us knew where we were going. 

“About half way across I sat down on 
the railing, with my feet on oge of the 
benches. 

“The stranger commenced to call me 
names and I told him I didn’t believe there 
Was any fight in him. ‘All at once he 
smashed me in the chest and I went over. 

“I must have turned over half a dozen 
times before I hit the water. TI didn’t Know 
anything after that until I woke up in a 
closed wagon. 

“TI have no idea who the stranger was. He 
was tall and wore a black cutaway coat. I 
understand he lives in East St. Louis,” 


Schneider and said he was absolutely un- 
hurt. They said it was.a most marvelous 
thing that he could have fallen over eighty 
feet into the water without’ sustaining so 
much as a scratch. 

One of the spectators who saw Schneid@& 
tumbling into the river from the pier, 
thought that he had slipped and fallen 
from a scaffolding on the pier which had 
been used for repairing the bridge. It 
looked t6 him like Schneider had been 
working on the scaffold and had lost his 
balance. He did not see him at the moment 
he went over.

that they intended to remain fn the hall 
until the convention was over, a large force 
of police began to form on one side of the 
hall and on the streets near by and it was 
rumored that the delegates would be ejected 
by the officers. But representatives of the 
silver men conferred with Gen. Martin of 
the Board of Police and in spite of the 
efforts of the gold men to secure an order 
for the ejection of the opposition delegates, 
the blue-coats were instructed to withdraw, 
and the waiting silver men proceeded to kill 
time by speech-making, card-playing and 
singing. 

Then the manager of the building request- 
ed them to disperse, and when they refused 
policemen were stationed at the doors under 
orders to allow any one who wished to go 
out, but mt to permitanytoreturn. Cater- 
ers bearing a lunch ordered by the silver co- 
horts were refused admission, ar’ then the 
tired and hungry politicians began to exer- 
cise their ingenuity in an effort to smuggle 
refreshments into the bullding. 


The most tragic and serious incident of the 
night resulted from those persistent at- 
tempts to secure supplies. James Hughes, 
a delegate from Somerville, lost his life im 
an effort to get out of the hall by a fire ea- 
cape in the rear. Hughes was preparing to 
jump to the ground, fifteen feet below, when 
his foot slipped, and in trying to save him- 
self, he seized a wire dangling near. The 
wire was a live one, and with an agonized 
cry Hughes fell senseless on the fire escape 
and then tumbled to the ground, where he 
died before anyone could reach him. 

The news of the accident reached the del- 
egates within the hall and they were 
aroused to the highest pitch of excitement 
when Hon. J. H. Mellen announced it from 
the platform and declared that it was @ 
murder for which the gold members of the 
State Committee were responsible. There 


were several speeches in criticism of the 
committee and resolutions on the death of 
Mr. Hughes were finally agreed upon to be 
presented to the convention to-day. 

The gathering soon quieted down again 
and while card-playing was resumed by 
many the majority went to sleep. Soon 
after a break was made in the lines of the 
enemy at some unknown point and large 
baskets of sandwiches and cans of coffee 
were carried into the hall. Evidently there

MUST RETURN TO THE SENATE. 


Hearty Recognition by the Democrats 
of Silver Republicans Vital 
to the Cause. 


BOISE, Idaho, Sept. 26.—Before leaving for 
the East, Secretary Walsh of the Democrat- 
ic National Committee, who Was sent here 
to arrange a fusion of the silver forces in 
the interest of Senator Dubois, gave out the 
following letter:

MISSOURIANS SET TO WORK. 


Judge Owens Goes to Denver to Hold a 
Conference With Gov. Mc- 
Intyre. 


LEADVILLE, Colo., Sept. 26.—The night 
passed without an attack on any of the 
mines, although the strikers are very much 
excited over the importation of miners from 
Missouri by the Small Hopes company. In 


the neighboring of the Ibex mine, Where a 
guard of thirty soldiers was stationed, :here 
was some shooting early this morning, but 
so far as known no one was injured. The 
shooting was started by men who aid not 
approach closely enough to be clearly seen 
by the sentries, and who fled when tne 
guards returned the fire. 

Last night Judge Owers of the District 
Court held a long conference withGov. Mc- 
Intyre by telephone, and at its conclusion 
took the train for Denver. It is believed 
this indicates some new move on the part 
of the authorities. 

The sixty-five non-union miners brought 
in from Missouri yesterday were put to 
work this morning in the Marian, Emmett 
and Small Hopes mines. They will be 
lodged and fed in the Emmett shaft-house, 
which will be well guarded, W. H. Shaw, 
who procured these men in Missouri, said 
to-day there were 300 men registered for 
Leadville at first, but that when they came 
to take the train on Wednesday night all 
but seventy-six had “flunked.’”’ The cause 
of this, he said, was fear. Last Sunday a 
letter, supposed jo be from some member 
of the Leadville Miners’ Union, reached 
Joplin and went the rounds of the miners 
who had agreed to take the places of the 
strikers. It warned all Missouri miners to 
keep away from Leadville or they would 
be killed as. soon as they reached the 
depot. Of the seventy-six who started for 
here, eleven deserted on the way by slip- 
ping out of the cars unobserved during the 
night time. The Missourians say they are 
to receive $3,and $2.50 a day here. In Mis- 
souri their pay ran from $1.26 to $1.75 per 
day. Shaw says all of them are American 
citizens, as he was instructed to hire no 
others. 

The success of S. A. Mudd, manager of 
the Small Hopes Co., in replacing the strik- 
ers on his properties, has encouraged other 
mine managers to do likewise. 

Monday morning George Campion will 
start up the Bison mine with a full crew. 


The men necessary to do this are said to 


be now in Leadville, but they are not mem- 
bers of the Miners’ Union. The Bison is the 
largest iron producer in the district. 

An agent for the mine owners isin Mis- 
sourl hiring more men. The mine owners 
hope to keep the troops here thirty or forty 
days and.resume work in the mines that 
have been closed on account of the strike. 
It is not expected that this can be accom- 
plished without further destruction of prop- 
erty, and probably loss of life, but it is 
hoped before the National Guard is with- 
drawn by the Governor to rid the camp of 
the men who instigate deeds of violence. 
With the consent of Gen. Brooks, Edward 
Boyce, President of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, has called a meeting of the 
Leadville Union to be held at 7 o’clock this 
evening. It is arranged that Gen. Brooks 
shall be present. It is hoped that action will 
be taken at this meeting that may result in 
the settlement of the strike.

He was born 
in the West Indies, and is afflicted with a 
rather unusual condition. He is what is 
called a ‘“‘bleeder.’’ Physicians term his 
ailment haemophilia. His blood is so thin 
that when an artery is once broken and 
the blood begins to flow it is very diffi- 
cult to stop.

PARIS, Sept. 26—A storm equal in vio- 
lence to a hurricane is raging throughout 
France and on the coasts. Much damage 
has been done to property. A schoomer has 
been driven ashore at Mielljes, near Cher- 
bourg. 

The mail boats at Marseilles have been 
delayed, their departure being impossible 
on account of the tempest. The men-of- 
war have been ordered to shelter until the 
wind subsides. 

LONDON, Sept. 26.—A Berlin dispatch to 
the Standard reports great damage to have 
been done by the storm. 

An English bark with all hands has 
foundered near Borkum Island, near the 
month of the Ems. 

A barge was capsized on the, upper Elbe 
and six persons were drowned. The Span- 
ish ship, ugo, is stranded on Ameland 
Island, four miles north of the coagt of 
Firesland. Warning guns are being fired at 
Hamburg. 

The Elbe has risen twelve feet and many 
small vessels have been torn from their 
moorings. Cellars have also been flooded. 
The Ems has overflowed and the town of 
Ribe, containing 4,000 people, situated in 
Juland, has been submerged. 

Advices received from Spain, France and 
the west of England show that numerous 
wrecks have occurred on the coasts and 
that the gale has done much damage ev- 
erywhere.

J. Cc. Smith writes urging the Post- 
Dispatch to continue the elucidation of 
the idea that if the Government stamps 
871% grains of coined silver as one dollar 
nobody can get.it for less than a dollar. 

He says, and correctly, that the 53-cent 
dollar nofisense is the most deceptive cry 
of the gold standard advocates.’ Many 
men are more easily scared than reasoned 
with. But how a man of $ensé can be- 
lieve that the market price of 371% grains 
of silver will be less than one dollar when 
the Government is freely coining all that 
fis offered at that price, is difficult to 
understand. The man who can’ believe 
that can imagine a procession of working- 
men passing by a factory which pays 
three dollars a day for labor to go to work 
in one which pays $1.50 a day. 

As there is'now free coinage of gold, 
@ gold dollar can be melted into bullion 
and the. bullion sold for a dollar. No- 
body would offer less for it, as that is 
the market price, fixed by the Government 
price at the mint. With silver on equal 
terms with gold a silver dollar could be 
reduced to bullion and sold for a dollar, 
because its market price would be fixed 
by the mint price. |

@ greater fool than Thompson’s famous 
colt which swam the river to get a drink.

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THE CYCLONE’S AFTERMATH. 

No city could have risen to a great 
emergency more quickly than 8t. Louis 
did im the work of reconstruction and 
providing against suffering caused by the 
great cyclone that swept over us last 
spring. Nearly $250,000 was raised and 
expended in a little over a month, The 
need was great, and the response was 
prompt and generous. 

But the calamity was so extraordinary 
that even this response did not suflice, 
and there are still many sufferers who 
have not been able td rebuild their ruined 
homes, and for whom the coming winter 
will indeed be hard unless help is ex- 
tended to them. ‘To provide this help the 
General Executive Committee of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange Tornado Relief Fund 
will meet at 3 o’clock Saturday afternoon. 
The announced object of the meeting is 
to hear the report of a sub-committee 
appointed some time ago to ascertain 
the cost of the work in view. The sub- 
committee has been obtaining the neceg- 
sary information, and will be ready to 
furnish the facts and figures upon which 
intelligent action can be taken in raising 
the necessary funds and distributing 
them. . 

Chairman C, H. Spencer of the General 
Committee says that a large amount of 
money will be needed, and no one who has 
observed the slowness of rebuilding op- 
erations in some parts of the cyclone 
district will doubt this statement. 

The Post-Dispatch has already pointed 
out that loans to these distressed prop- 
erty holders, at a nominal rate of inter- 
est, would be a good investment if care- 
fully managed, It is to be hoped that the 
efforts of the Relief Committee will re- 
sult in a practical plan that will enable 
rebuilding to be proceeded with, so that 
the last traces of the cyclone may be 
wiped out. This would not only benefit 
the householders who need help, but 
would further the interest and reputation 
of the entire city, —

Next Saturday evening appears on the 
Exposition programme as “Bryan Night,” 
and as the Democratic nominee will be in 
the city at that time it is expected that he 
will grace the Exposition with his presence, 

The Jefferson Club has the arrangements 
in hand for the convention of the National 


Association of Democratic Clubs, which 
meets here next Saturday morning at the 
Auditorium. The Jefferson Glee Club, a 
musical organization, compcsed of 250 
trained gingers and club members, was in- 
trusted with the duty of arranging for the 
music at the Ex, in honor of Mr. Bryan’s 
visit. They rehearsed a number of cam- 
paign songs, then requested permission of 
Manager Gaiennie to sing them on the 
evening set apart for Mr. Bryan and his 
friends. 

This was refused by the manager on the 

round that the direetory had decided to 

ave na political or religious demonstra- 
tions in the building during the Exposition 
season. The club next asked if it could not 
have Music Hall for a Bryan demonstration 
after 10:30 o'clock, the time fixed for clos- 
wef This request was also refused. 

li this was done in the shape of cor- 
respondence between a sub-committee com- 
posed of Sidney EH, Davis, W. Davis Pitt- 
man and Lee Meriwether, representing the 
club, and Manager Gaiennie of the x- 
Pasition.

There was some feeling over the matter 
and some talk of Mr. Bryan remaining 
away from the place where he was ap- 
parently not wanted by those in charge. 

A Post-Dispateh reporter saw Manager 
Gaiennie Saturday and in reply to questions 
said there was no intention of slighting 
Mr. Bryan or the Jefferson Club. 

At the outset of the Exposition season,” 
he said, “it was deemed advisable by the 
directors not to have any political demon- 
strations in the building until after the Ex- 
ponition. We have and will be absolutely 
mpartial in the matter of enforcing this 
rule. The Jefferson Club wanted permis- 
sion to sing on the stage on Bryan night and 
the management did not see fit to allow the 
request.
